Amidst for what Wilmington 
constitutes a media blitz, police here 
are trying to piece together an 
incident early Sunday morning in 
which they say officers fired in 
self-defense at a stolen Jeep, poe 
a Malden teenager. 

Support has been pouring in to the 
police station via telephone calls, 
letters, personal visits and even fruit 
baskets for Wilmington Police 
Officers Robert Richter and John 
Bossi, who together fired seven 
shots at the Jeep. 

Police say Bossi observed two 
males in a brown, 1994 Jeep 
Wrangler "acting suspiciously" at 
the Colonial Park Mall, which has 
‘ been the site of several recent 
break-ins. Bossi notified shift 
supervisor Sgt. William Gable, 
believing the occupants of the Jeep 
to be possibly casing the mall for a 
break-in, and then followed the Jeep 
east onto Route 62. 

Bossi caught up with and stopped 
the Jeep on Palmer Way, Deputy 
Chief Bernard Nally said, but the 
operator then fled onto Douglas 
Avenue. 

Richter and Gable arrived on the 
scene and the three officers used 
their cruisers to corner the Jeep on 
Douglas, which ends in a cul de sac. 

At that point, the operator of the 
Jeep rammed Gable's cruiser and

slid sideways, police said. It then 
raced forward and rammed the left 
rear quarter of Richter's cruiser. 

Richter, now out of his vehicle, 
opened the door of the Jeep in an 
attempt to restrain the operator. 
But the operator accelerated the 
Jeep, knocking Richter down. 
Though conflicting reports from 
the media, police and the district 
attorney's office place Richter 
either in front of, on the side of, or 
behind the Jeep. 

In any case, police say the Jeep 
accelerated toward Richter, who, 
fearing he would be struck again, 
fired his weapon at the Jeep four 
times. Bossi then fired his ‘weapon 
three times. 

The Jeep then went around a 
cruiser and headed straight on 
Douglas, failed to negotiate a turn, 
crossed over two lawns and stopped 
in an embankment. 

Therman Barnaby, 18, of Malden 
was killed, by a bullet probably 
entering his right shoulder and 
exiting through his chest, Nally 
said. Reports from the district 
attorney's office have confirmed 
that the fatal bullet entered Barnaby 
from the rear, though autopsy and 
ballistics test results have not been 
released. 

The passenger, Jarrett Amicone, 
was wounded in the leg and fled on 
foot onto Route 62 where he was 


apprehended without a struggle by 
Gable. He is being charged with 
receiving a stolen motor vehicle. 

Richter.and Gable were treated at 
Winchester Memorial. Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington for 
abrasions and released. 

Nally said Richter, a seven year 
veteran, and Bossi, who has been on 
the force for nearly four years, 
have been placed on administrative 
leave, probably for a week, though 
he wanted to stress that the action 
was not disciplinary. 

"It is not a punishment by any 
means," Nally said. "This is strictly 
to get them out of the limelight and 
to allow them to get their minds 
together. We don't want to rush 
them back." Nally said the officers 
will see a counselor during the 
leave. 

"A million things went through 
my mind, what choice do I have?" 
Nally said Richter told him. 

Support for the officers has not 
been of the "the good guys got the 
bad guys" variety, Nally said. 

Indeed, an elderly woman visiting 
the station Wednesday told Nally to 
tell Richter and Bossi that "Our 
hearts and prayers are with them. 
It's a tough job," she said. 

"This is something you try to 
prepare for and hope it doesn't 
happen,” Nally said. "A shooting 
develops more than one victim.”

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Library Director to retire Nov. 26

Wilmington Public Library 
Director Philip Meriam, suspended 
for twenty days without pay 
September 13 by Town Manager 
Michael Caira, was relieved of 
active duties last Thursday as part of 
a settlement with the Town of 
Wilmington. Meriam will be 
allowed to retire November 26 of 
this year, when he will turn 65 and 
be eligible for a full pension. 

"I think the hearings were fair to 
Mr. Meriam and it enables him to 
retire with dignity,” said attorney 
and longtime friend of the Meriam 
family Stephen Howe, a partner in 
the Boston law firm Dane and 
Howe. 

After hearing nearly four hours of 
testimony last Thursday, Howe, 
Town Counsel Alan Altman and 
Caira, who as town manager acts as 
hearings officer, agreed on the 
termination of active duties, the 
November 26 retirement date, and 
that the twenty day suspension 
would be upheld. Meriam will also 
be compensated for accrued 
vacation and sick-leave time, though 
Caira said some of that would be 
deducted. 

Meriam was suspended after Caira 
found allegations brought against 
the library director by library 
employees to be valid. 

On September 8, Caira issued a 
letter to Meriam dictating the 
following charges: 

¢ Abuse of time: Based on a 
record kept primarily by full-time 
library employee Dorothy Wiberg, 
Caira found that Meriam "failed to 
properly account for more than 72 
hours of time" from May 23 to 
August 1 of this year. Meriam was 
required to work 35 hours per week 
minimum, according to Caira. 

At the heart of the abuse of time 
issue was what Meriam told Caira at 
an August 12 private meeting was 
"saved-up" time. Meriam counted 
skipped coffee breaks and lunch 
hours as "saved-up" time he could 
later subtract from his weekly 
hours. Only the town manager may 
authorize the taking of any such 
time by department heads. 

¢ Recreational reading: "By your 
own admission you frequently read 
novels and magazines at your desk 
during the work day," Caira's letter 
to Meriam reads. Even if there 
were such a thing as "saved-up" 
time, Meriam would have used 
much of it reading for his own 
enjoyment. 

¢ Conduct of personal business: 
"You admitted to me that on a 
regular basis you would tend to 
personal financial matters during 
work hours,” the Caira's letter 
states. Several library employees 
told Caira they had seen Meriam's 
desk "cluttered with personal bills, 
checks and other material relating 
to [Meriam's] personal finances," 
according to the letter. 

¢ Sleeping during work hours: 
According to Caira, Meriam was 
observed asleep at his desk on three 
occasions by at least seven different 
library workers. During the 


hearing, Meriam admitted dozing 
off at his desk on at least one 
occasion. 

¢ Personal use of postage meter: 
"There are several employees who 
have claimed to have witnessed your 
personal use of town postage," the 
letter reads. Meriam denied the 
charge. 

¢ Though not listed as a specific 
charge, the letter also cites that 
“there is anecdotal evidence that you 
mishandled fine money, a charge 
which you [Meriam] deny." There 
is also mention of a missing fish 
tank, alleged by some to be in 
Meriam's possession. Meriam said 
at the neatIng that he did not have

the tank in his possession, nor know 
where it was. 

Howe and Altman each offered 
opening statements, Howe 
attempting to debunk the charges 
against Meriam and Altman 
insuring all involved that the 
suspension process was fair. 

"The very purpose of this hearing 
is to give Mr. Meriam all his due 
process rights," Altman stated. 

But Altman also made it clear the 
town would not tolerate the work 
practices of Meriam as alleged. 

"A person taking the money of the 
taxpayers of Wilmington owes it to 
the taxpayers of Wilmington to 
perform his or her duties, and that 
does not include sleeping on the 
job," Altman said. 

Meriam was first to testify. After 
reading the library director.a copy 
of the personnel regulations for 
1971 - the year Meriam was hired - 
Altman and Meriam agreed that 
department heads are required to be 
at work for 40 hours per week, with 
five hours per week allocated for 
lunch, 

Altman proceeded to ask Meriam 
at what time he came to work, left 
work, or both for each of the 36 
days between May 23 and August 1 
that Meriam's hours were in 
question. 

In each instance, like the stock 
response "I would prefer not to," of 
Melville's Bartleby, Meriam 
answered flatly and inevitably with 
"I don't remember." 

At one point, Altman interjected 
with a sharp curve, asking Meriam 
“Do you remember where your 
office is, sir?" 

Shortly thereafter, Howe 
stipulated that Meriam's answer for 
what time he arrived at or left the 
library on any given day in question 
would be "I don't remember." 

Before the settlement was reached, 
testimony was heard from two other 
library employees, Research 
Librarian David Rush and Wiberg. 

Rush, who has worked at the 
library since 1984, said he "never" 
saw Meriam sleeping at his desk, but 
did observe the director with a 
checkbook and bills on his desk and 
on occasion what looked like 
envelopes with Meriam's return 
address and the Wilmington postage 
meter stamp on them. 

"He has been slacking off lately in 
anticipation of his retirement," 
Rush said. "He had become more 


relaxed and I think perhaps was not — 
watching his hours closely enough." 

But Rush also saw positives in 
Meriam's administration. 

"He was very good, I thought, 
with public relations with patrons of 
the library and the board of 
trustees," Rush stated. 

However Rush also offered 
testimony showing an increasing 
anti-Meriam employee sentiment at 
the library. 

"For years now there has been a 
developing storm behind Mr.

Meriam's back," he said. 

Rush said half the staff, 
particularly Christina Stewart, 
Lucy Percuoco and Susan 
MacDonald, was insubordinate to 
Meriam "and in dire need of 
discipline." 

In May of this year, Percuoco 
filed suit with the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrim- 
ination (MCAD) alleging sexual 
harassment from Meriam. MCAD 
later dismissed the complaint, citing 
a lack of sufficient evidence. 

Rush said Percuoco. and 
MacDonald "were going to get 
[Meriam]." He said the growing 
sentiment against the director came 
“under the banner of feminism" but 
was really the product of 
malcontentedness. He indicated that 
“diarists in the library" had been 
active for "not less than three to 


four years, with increasing 
intrusion on the ... privacy of 
others." 


Rush said he now maintains a 
personal log of his own comings and 
goings from the library. 

Wiberg was promoted to a 
full-time library position as part of 


_a settlement in an MCAD suit 


charging sex and age discrimination 
by Meriam she brought against the 
town. Howe tried to portray a 
Wiberg vindictive toward Meriam 
since the November, 1993 incident. 

But when questioned as to her 
personal feelings toward Meriam, 
Wiberg coolly responded that she 
"wasn't especially favorably 
disposed towards Mr. Meriam 
before the suit." 

Wiberg said she observed Meriam 
sleeping at his desk on two occasions 
and first estimated he spent 
one-third of his day engaged in 
recreational reading, then 
converted that figure to between 
three and four hours per day. 

Wiberg called Meriam "disruptive 
in the operations of the library," 
citing that "books not being checked 
out [but taken home by Meriam] was 
the biggest problem.” 

She said that problems with 
Meriam have been "going on for 
years, this isn't anything recent." 

"What really came out of it was 
that he was suspended for four 
weeks," stated Caira, who said he 
was "duty-bound" to act on the 
allegations against Meriam, but was 
“disappointed that it got to this 
point." 

"I really had a cordial relationship 
with Philip for four years," he said. 

There is currently an open search, 
both within and outside the library 
to fill the position of director, 
according to Caira. 

Children's Services Librarian 
Sarah Reuter, a 23-year employee, 
has been acting director since. 
September 19 and will remain so 
until the job is filled, though she is 
not a candidate for the permanent 
position, Caira said.

When Wilmington 
makes the news

By now we should have learned to take the bias of TV reporting in 
stride when it comes to telling-it-like-it-isn’t regarding a story that 
involves the police. We say, “should have,” because listening to at least 
one Boston TV station report such an incident here this past weekend, 
we were (once again) startled to heara lop sided news report attempting 
{0 generate sensational news via sensational inference. 

The news story pertained to the fatal shooting of a teenager who 
allegedly tried to run down a Wilmington Police officer. More accu- 
rately, the youth had been involved in a stolen car chase, and when the 
police closed in on him and his alleged accomplice, the teen attempted 
to escape by smashing a path through a blockade of police vehicles. 
Unfortunately for the youth, a Wilmington Policeman also stood in the 
path of the fleeing vehicle and when it appeared reasonably certain that 
the officer was about to be crushed to death he raised his revolver and 
fired several times in an effort to stop the suspect and the vehicle the 
quickest and only likely way he could have at the time. 

The result of course is unthinkable heartache and grief for the dead 
youth’s parents, and in all probability - a life time of anguish for the 
patrolman who was forced to take a young life to protect his own (and 
possibly the lives of others). 

However, when the incident was later aired on the evening news, the 
story emphasis was not on a tragedy that stemmed from a heroic police 
effort to protect a community, but instead stressed (and cultivated) 
public doubt and suspicion regarding the Wilmington police officer’s 
motivations and reasons for resorting to the use of deadly force. 

It apparently didn’t matter in the least to the TV reported that 
neighbors who witnessed the tragic incident in its horrible entirety were 
solid in backing the action of the police officer. The most vocal of those 
witnesses were unwavering in their defense of the officer’s action, 
saying that he would surely have have been pinned between the 
suspect’s vehicle and a cruiser if he had not fired his weapon when he 
did. 

We believe those neighbors told a plain, unvarnished tale about 
protection and heroism, But of course news awards an high news 
ratings don’t come from simply making the good guys out to be good 
and the bad guys out to be bad. It’s just the other way around. News 


people know that, but most of us disregard that oddity for the sake of 


accuracy and fairness. Some media people, however, choose to high- 
light it in their pursuit of an audience. If there has in fact been wrong 
doing in a Wilmington Police action, the truth will surely be brought 
out. It always is. 

But for now, the truth as we see it is that the Wilmington Police are 
committed to protect and serve us, as they always have... and that’s 
precisely what they did last Sunday morning.

What Goes Around Comes Around: Wood Industry Forecast Is Bright 


has “taken it on the chin” over the past 
ten years. Environmental concerns and 
the emergence of alternative building 
products made from non-renewable re- 
sources have joined to lead the assault 
on wood’s place in the home building 


and remodeling markets throughout the . 


nation. 

Recent trends in Europe, increasing 
studies in life cycle assessment and the 
market’s preference for wood suggests 
that the wood industry is on the re- 
bound. “Life cycle assessment” is an 
analysis of the energy involved in the 
life of a variety of building materials — 
from obtaining the raw materials, turn- 
ing them into building products, getting 
the products to market, tracking their 
performance when in-place as well as 
including the energy involved in dispos- 
ing of the products when their life is 
done. There is a lot of energy “embod- 
ied” in a product outside its application 
to a given purpose. 

When wood is compared to metals 
and plastics ina larger context, wood is 
both renewable and requires far less 
energy to turn into a building product. 

According to Alan Campbell; presi- 
dent of the National Wood Window and 
Door Association: “The popular impres- 
sion is that the wood industry uses the 
wood resource wastefully and that wood 
is a non-renewable resource. That sim- 
ply is not the case. Over 50 years ago a

line was crossed when wood growth 
exceeded wood harvest and the ratio of 
growth to harvest has been increasing 
ever since.” 

“The point is that the industry’s ef- 
forts at reforestation have paid off and 
that the wood resource is renewable,” 
Campbell added. 


Formed wood doors, like the 
Elite six-panel door, are a 
“green” product. The technol- 
ogy involved uses wood fibers 
which are left over from other 
wood manufacturing processes 
using the entire tree. 


During the past thirty years, the wood 
manufacturing industry has been in- 
volved in extensive product develop- 
ment, making wood products better 
than ever. According to Jim Glasgow, 
Technical Services Manager for Jeld- 
Wen, an Oregon-based manufacturer 
of wood products made and marketed 


to conserve the resource, the wood in- 
dustry has developed engineered 
wood products. This means that wood 
which could not have been used in the 
past is now fully useable and the new 
wood products are actually stronger 
and more dimensionally stable than 
their ancestors. We’re also able to use 
wood fibers in many of our new prod- 
ucts. Everything from oriented strand 


board (the new generation of ply-, 


wood) to formed wood doors demon- 
strates the effort manufacturers have 
been making.” 

Wood is, by far, the most environ- 
mentally responsible choice in build- 
ing materials. Bob Hunt, president of 
Western Wood Products Association, 
notes that, unlike alternative materi- 
als, such as steel, plastic, concrete and 
aluminum, wood comes from a renew- 
able resource. “With our growing for- 
ests, wood is the only resource ca- 
pable of meeting civilizations increas- 
ing demand for industrial materials,” 
he said. 

Hunt adds that wood is far more en- 
ergy efficient, in both production and 
use, compared to other materials. It 
is durable, easy to work with and bio- 
degradable, with far fewer environ- 
mental burdens than other materials. 
“By nearly every measure, wood is 
the responsible choice for the environ- 
ment,” he said.

States Peter Dempsey, marketing 
manager for the door divisions of 
Jeld-Wen, “The basic preference in 
the market is for wood products. As 
an example, a significant percentage 
of all wood door sales is to the multi- 
billion dollar home remodeling indus- 
try. To us, it means that, given a 
chance to choose, homeowners pre- 
fer wood.” 

The European homebuilding indus- 
try, which led the move away from 
wood to vinyl products, is now return- 
ing to wood precisely because stud- 
ies show that wood has a lower envi- 
ronmental impact than its alternatives. 

Given the renewability of the wood 
resource, the lower life-cycle impact of 
the product, and the market’s natural 
preference for wood, industry represen- 
tatives are looking beyond the year 
2000 and are seeing a bright future for 
the wood industry and its traditions.

Coming home to Wilmington

Sunday evening, in a typical 
suburban setting, Paul Lee sat in the 
kitchen of his Wilmington home 
feeding his new baby daughter apple 
sauce and squash from little 
containers. But to make this scene 
happen, Lee himself played stork, 
traveling literally halfway around 
the world to China to adopt the 
newly named Cassandra Tung-Kai 
Lee. 

The process began a 
year-and-a-half ago for Lee and his 
wife, Connie, who live on Marjorie 
Road. Lee's brother Patrick had 
adopted a child from China, as well 
as one from Taiwan, three years 


diplomatic reasons until December 
of 1993, which slowed the process 
considerably. 

"Once the doors opened, things 
went fairly quickly," Lee said. 

The actual journey took 20 days 
this August. First, Lee flew from 
Logan Airport to Los Angeles, 
where he met his travel companions 
- three single women also adopting 
children in China. From there, the 
four soon-to-be-parents flew to 
Hong Kong, for another flight to 
Hangzhou, in central-eastern 
mainland China. 

Lee, whose parents emigrated 
from China to the U.S., had never 
been to China, nor had he ever met 
those members of his family still 
living in the old country. In 
Hangzhou, Lee met his uncle,

four nights with his family there. 

"This greatly increased my 
appreciation of the Chinese way of 
life and my understanding of the 
people," Lee wrote in his journal. 
"I got to meet a branch of my family 
I had never met before."

The Chinese government limits 
the number of children its citizens 
can have. City-dwellers are allowed 
one child; those living on farms are 
allowed two. While these limits are 
not directly enforced (police will 
not come and confiscate excess 
children), the socialist Chinese 
government, the state's primary 


Child 
abandonments are not rare in China, 
though most children are left where 
parents know child welfare workers 
will find them. 

On May 9, 1994, three months to 
the day of her birth, welfare 
workers in the city of Ningbo 
discovered a baby girl with a note 
on red parchment pinned to her 
clothes. The note listed her name - 
Shen Ying Chun - her birth date, 
and wished her good luck. Roughly 
three months later, she was headed 
to a new home in Wilmington, 
Massachusetts, USA.

Such action leaves families with 


Ying Chun was born just prior to 
the celebration of the Chinese New 
Year, which brings good luck to a 
child. That, coupled with her 


natural mother's wishes, must have 
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granted the baby something in the 
way of good luck: she couldn't have 
gotten a more loving set of parents 
than Paul and Connie Lee. 

Lee got to hold his new child his 
second night in China. What he 
writes in his journal gives a fair 
account of why Ying Chun is indeed 
a lucky baby. 

"Walking into the room that the 
infants slept in made my heart break 
... | wanted to adopt all of them!"

Cassy is a beautiful child, with big, 
bright, attentive eyes and what Lee 
calls her "father's long, distinctive 
ears (good lobes if you're a Star 
Trek fan)," he writes. 

But conventional Chinese lore 
holds that Cassandra should be 
beautiful - she was born in Zhejiang 
Province, where the emperor 
traditionally kept his concubine on 
account of the area's notoriety for 
producing beautiful women. 
Interestingly, Cassandra was born 
in the same province her adoptive 
grandparents were. 

"When we leave Hangzhou 
tomorrow, I will be a little sad," 
Lee writes in his journal. "I want 
very much to return someday with 
our child." 

One thing Lee won't miss about 
Hangzhou is the traffic. To get an 
idea of the traffic problems in_ 
Hangzhou, picture Boston during 
rush hour. Now imagine there are © 
no lights, no traffic officers, no 
rules. 

"The best way to describe it is 
chaotic mayhem," Lee said. "Taxi's 
fly down the wrong way on one way 
Streets, cars drive down the bicycle 
path or even on the sidewalks and 
horns are blaring all the time.... In 
three days my taxi was in one 
accident, a bus we were on broke 
down and I had to help push it, and 
we saw two other car accidents 
involving Chinese cab drivers. 
Who ever stereotyped Chinese 
drivers must have been standing in 
an intersection in Hangzhou." 

Twenty days after he first left for 
China, Paul Lee brought home the 
baby - to a joyously tearful Connie. 

"This was the end of an exhausting 
trip but just the beginning of a long:
